home," said Gary Kappcl,- just re- 
turned from a your in Vitaiiam, 
Thailand, Cambodia 'and a visit 
to Japan. 

Gary, a former resident of An- 
tiocii and a 1964 Antioch High 
School graduate arrived in Cali- 
fornia over two weeks ago after 
scrving"as an Airforep jncdic fly- 
jng on many air -rescue missions, 

"I was with a helicopter group 
and we picked up pilots who we're 
shot downju-hoslilc territory, and 
evacuated the into hospital bases," 
said Kappcl. "Every mission was 
a dangerous one. and at times we 
even had hund. to hand combat 
with the enemy in our effort to 
evacuate the wounded. We could 
only take two men aboard the 
"heliccpter"^bli - cach _ lrlp; r andwe 
evacuated on average of 8 per 
week. 

"We were never shot down, but 
we did take quite a bit of shrap- 
nel. One of tlie bright spots for 
me in Vietnam, was receiving 
those . wonderful packages from 
Project Vietnam. I was the envy 
of all my buddies,. and they could- 
n't believe that there was a town 
as thoughtful and as wonderful us 
Antioch. 

" "I visited Japan, and found il 
to be a'fantastic country— so west- 
ernized uud modern— and so very 
different from Vietnam and- its

The Congress has been called 
upon lo adopt a program bearing 
Hie intriguing litle of "Special 
Drawing Rights" 1SDR1. T.his 
proposal, contained 'Jh a recent 
message from President -Johnson, 
intended to increase "Interna? 
iional- 1 liquidity" by adding so- 
called "paper gold"' to the -pros- 
cnl' Free World reserves of gold 
and dollars. '. ^. . 

The . Special- Drawing Rights 
would consist of promises or. 
lOU's issued by our country as 
well as other nations in the Free 
World — including some underde- 
veloped countries ol Africa, Asia, 
and Latin America. These prom- 
ises or Kill's would lie pledged or 
contributed to the International 
Monetary Fund MMF*. an organi- 
zation -represent etl today by 107 
nations, which was established al 
Breltnn Woods in 15M-I. According 
to the President, the hew reserves 
consist of the "faith and re- 
sources" of the participating na- 
tions. 

It should be recognized that 
present reserves totalling about 
$73 billion- consist principally, of 
gold and dollar credits. Dollar 
credits amounting to about Sill bil- 
linn'nre acceptable as a substan- 
tial, port of the. existing liquidity 
fund because j>f the policy of the 
United Slates* Treasury Tlo ex- 
change dollars for gold on a con- 
tinuing basis at $35 per ounce. 
When the formula for establishing 
Special Drawing Rights was de- 
veloped at alMinTcrcnccin-dtiivde 
Janeiro in 111117-. the "conferees 
agreed thai it was "fundamental" 
to the international monetary sys- 
tem "that there be no chuage in 
the monetary value of gold and 
the dollar relative to each other." 
However, since the Rio Confer- 
ence a run on gold set off by the 
persistent U. S. balancc-of-pay- 
mcnls deficits has resulted in the 
establishment of a two-price gold 
system. Duringjbe run on gold, 

the price rose. lo about $45 per 

ounce. At present, on.4he_J&e 

market, gold is well above the $:*5 
per ounce level. 

It should be noted that -Franco 
which insisted on describing the 
hew reserves as "Special Drawing 

Rights", has itself refused td'sub- 
scribe to the new system. Also, 
the Rio agreement requires that

If, as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Fowler' indicated, the Special 
Drawing Rights are of particular 
value- to other nations, it would 
seem well lo await legislative 
slops by those nations. ; 

According lo the latest advice, 
no single nation which pallid- 
al ed in the Rio Conference has 
acted yet lo scl up legislative 
machinery to authorize and utilize 
"paper gold" or SDR's. Indeed, | 
France has declared that it would 
nnl implement the Rio agreement 
at this time. 

At a recent meeting of foreign 
international bankers in Washing- 
ton, the U. S. was advised to put 
its economic house in order by 
reducing sharply our annual fed- 
eral deficits. This is at the root 
of our chronic inflation and is the 
main cause- of both our domestic 
and inl emotional monetary prob- 
lems. ; . . 

II would seem well lo correct 
this "fundamental" part. of our 
economic system before experi- 
menting with a program that side- 
steps the need for a sound dollar 
( exchangeable for gold) and a 
balanced budget. 



Hoogasian 
Hoping To 
Cut Crime 

First Assistnnt State's Attorney 
Jack Hoogasian said today that he 
will .work to prevent crime just as 
diligently as'he will lo prosecute 
those who have been apprehended 
and churged for committing 
crimes. 

"A disproportionate share of 
crime is being committed by 
young people and this is the area 
in which I intend to incorporate 
new ideas and new programs to 
prevent crime." 

Hoogasian, candidate for nom- 
ination at. Stale's Attorney in Lake 
County on the Republican Party in 
the June 11th primary election, 
said that he will institute a Youth 
Division within the State's Attor- 
ney's office, separate and apart 
from the Juvenile Division; which 
is responsible for the prosecution 
of juvenile offenders. 

"I want to get to the youth be- 
fore they become of fenders,". Hoo- 
gasian said "Once a child starts 
on the road of crime, it becomes 
increasingly difficult to get him 
back on the right path again." . 

Hoogasian said that he will staff 
the Youth Division with Assistant 
State's Attorneys and young peo- 
ple, selected from, throughout the 
county. He said a speaker's bureau 
will, be assigned to lecture elc-

Special Co-Op Summer School 
to Run-June-20 Thru Aug. 2__ 



Antioch Community High School, 
Antioch Grade School District, 
Millburn, Emmons, Grass. Lako 
and St. Peter's schools, are co- 
operating in a . federally funded 
Co-operative Education Summer 
School program financed under 
Title I of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965. 
The program is designed for edu- 
cationally disadvantaged' students 
of the cooperating schools in the 
areas of reading and communica- 
tion. Classes will be held in the 
high school and at Antioch Grade 
School buildings, 

The program will run ., for 6 
weeks, from June 20 until August

the High School. Meetings have 
been held on May 6, 13, and 20, 
and two, more arc "to be held on 
May 27 and June 3. 

The high school program for GO 
incoming freshmen, and the grade 
school program for loo pupils 
ranging from 2nd to 7th grade, will 
be separated in nature to provide 
for differing interest and ability 
levels; but the high school has 
been designated as the adminis- 
tering district. 

The program will provide ex- 
periences in all ureas of com- 
munication skills, reading, writing, 
listening and speaking. It will 
also include a scries of educa- 
tional field trips, a daily scheduled 
recreational program, and a mid- 
morning snack break. The goal of 
the program is to upgrade. students 
in i heir communications skills, 
and improve their readiness for 
t he Jicx I a nd juccccdj ngjexper ienc- 
cs in school.

A friendly suit has' been filed in 
the Circuit Court by the State's 
Attorney of Kankakee County, in

Because, of threatened court 
action in the Carl Sandburg jun- 
ior college district, plans for con- 
struction of Junior college facilities 
have stopped pending withdrawal 
of the dissident group's threat to 
sue or a favorable court decision 
on the legality of the Act. 

James D. Broman, executive di- 
rector of: the Illinois Association 
of Community and Junior Col-, 
leges, announced last week that 
court action was planned to re- 
solve the legality question so fi- 
nancing could move ahead for 
more than 25 community colleges 
over the state. 

Broman said, "I expect the dis- 
sident group from Galcsburg to 
file their suit very shortly. Hope- 
fully, both actions will be consoli- 
dated and the ruling of the Cir- 
cuit Court sent up to the Illinois 
Supreme Court." 

The attorney for Kankakee 
Community College, will file his 
answer within one week regarding 
the constitutionality of the law. 

Broman commented further, 
"Because tjils matter is in the 
public interest and is extremely 
urgent, speedy adjudication is ex- 
pected, both in the Circuit Court 
and in the Supreme Court. 1 have 
every reason to be optimistic on 
the legality question as well as 
on the lime it will take to get 
final action in the courts."

"THE "MYSTERY DISEASE" 

Why is neurodermatitis called 
a -"mystery" disease?

According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, the new [regular 
tions were adopted hy the; Illinois 
General Assembly lost year, ' but 
did not become effective 'until 
the boating season was dyer' and

This year will be a different 
story. Enforcement of the [new 
Boat Registration and Safety Act 
is the job of the Stale Department 
of Conservation officials and Qthcr 
authorized police officers., They 
have authority to board any vessel 
to check on compliance with; saf- 
ety standards. Any vessel hailed 
by an inspection officer, the; law 
says, must stop and lay to. I 

One of the new rules is tliau&ait 
boats, Tike mdtorboats, must have 
one life preserver for each person 
on board The life preserver,; ring 
buoy, buoyant vest or buoyant 
cushion must be in good and-scr-, 
vice able condition • and be of a 
type approved by the U. S. Coast 
Guard. This equipment must be 
within easy reach of all persons on 
board.

for fi« registration of o!! soft 
boats 'over 12 feet in length. Ev- 
ery such sailboat must have an 
identification number issued by 
the state or by the federal govern- 
ment -or other state having a fed- 
crallyyapproved-numbering_syfr;

The number must.be displayed 
on both, sides of the bow of the 
boat in block letters at least three 
inches in height. The- require- 
ments are the same as those pre- 
viously in effect for motor' boats. 

The Act increases the . fee for 
boat registration from $3 to $4, 
and certificates of rcgistratio'n ex- 
pire after two years, instead of 
three. The pocket-size certificate 
must be available for inspection 
any time the motorboat or sailboat 
is in operation. 

The stale also'adoplcd new reg- 
ulations for the ventilation of rnp- 
torboals to prevent accumulation 
of exhaust fumes In the boaL 

All .molorboats, except open 
boats, using fuel having a flash- 
point of .110° F. or less -must be 
fitted with at least two ventilator 
ducts, fitted with cowls or their 
equivalent for the* efficient re- 
moval of explosive, or inflammable 
gases from the bilges of every 
engine and fuel lank compart- 
ment ■ 

A new lime limit also has been 
placed on the reporting of boating 
accidents . If an accident results 
■ in property damages in excess of 
$100 or a personal injury which 
incapacitates a person for more 
than 72 hours, a report must be 
filed within five days lo the De- 
partment of Conservation. An ac- 
cident involving loss of life must 
be reported within 48 hours.

.Financial barriers to college 
were dramatically reduced., for 
"17,966 students by an $11,000,000 
Grant Program announcement by 
Dr. Lloyd S. Michael. Chairman. 
Illinois State Scholarship Commis- 
sion. . ; , 

This week, students throughout 
the State of Illinois are learning 
the, results of their college Grant 
Applications. A total of 23,359 ap- 
plications were- reviewed; 17,966 
students were, offered monetary 
grants of up to $1100 for full-time 
undergraduate study for the 1963- 
69 academic year. (Some 4,522 
were unable to demonstrate f inan- 
cial need at the college of their 
choice. The remaining 871 failed 
to meet the basic eligibility re- 
quirements.) 

Significant in this Grant Pro- 
gram is the absence of testing 
requirements and specific school 
grade records as qualification's for 
graant consideration. The grant 
recipients, however, must be able 
to enroll ' in good standing in the 
fall at the public or private college 
or university fin Illinois) of their 
choice. 

Dr. Joseph D. Boyd, director of 
the Commission, explained the 
process by which grants were de- 
termined. All applicants had to 
meet certain basic eligibility re- 
quirements. 

These included: United States 
citizenship; Illinois - residency; 
and intent lo enroll as a full-time 
undergraduate students at a pub- 



Ac or private college or university 
in Illinois: A detailed financial 
need analysis was applied to the 
Information, submitted by the ap- 
plicant 'and his parents. The fam- 
ily resources were compared _to 
the costs ..of the Illinois institution 
selected by the applicant. Where 
college, costs exceeded fatally/ re- 
sources a grant of up to $1100 was 
assigned; ; however, the grant, un- 
der the law, could not* exceed tui- 
tion and fees. 

Applications were distributed by 
Illinois high schools, public and 
private colleges, universities, and 
counseling agencies which serve 
young people. . 

The grants will be used at the 
public and private colleges and 
universities in Illinois,' nearly 120 
Institutions. 1 



TaxpayerSvPay 
Premium For 
Federal Grant 

Taxpayers or Illinois paid a 63c 
"premium';, the second highest in 
the nation, in taxes for each $1 
they received in-' Federal grants- 
in-aid last year, the Taxpayers' 
Federation of Illinois reported. . 
: The $1 : 03 Illinois paid ii) taxes 
for each $1 received in aid was 5c 
more than was paid in 1866, when 
the raiio was $1.58 paid in taxes 
for each aid dollar obtained from 
Uncle Sam! 

Application of a Tax Foundation, 
Inc. formula to the $15 billion in 
total Federal grants-in-aid for 
1067 shows Illinois paid $048 mil: 
lion in taxes for aid programs and 
getting back $581 million. In fis- 



cal 1066, the State paid $783 mil- 
lion arid received $502 million In 
grants. These estimates, covered 
only Federal grants to State, and 
local government and not direct 
Federal Jspendmg_for_goodjLjMid 
services in the State. 

New Jersey, paying $1.70 in 
taxes for each $1 received in aid 
last year led the 16 states which 
paid more than they received. 
Alaska, paying 21c for each' $1 of 
Federal grants, was lowest among 
the 31 states that paid less than 
$1 in aid. Missouri broke even, 
paying $1 in taxes for $1 aid. 

The formula reflects the actual 
tax burden on taxpayers rath- 
er than Federal taxes collected 
in the State. For example, Fed- 
eral cigarette taxes, collected 
mainly -in a few tobacco-prod- 
ucing states are. by the form- 
ula, allocated among all the slates 
on the basis of cigarette consump- 
tion by state. 

These estimates do not include 
the cost of administering the 
grant' prqgrams.^such as salaries, 
expenses," travel, etc. Federal 
administrative costs, according 
to ■ a Federal budget analysis, 
ranged recently from 0.2 per cent 
for, public assistance programs lo 
cnt public housing pro- 
grams 

The cosf\ is also raised by 
"matching" , funds, will rise -to 
must provide. In fiscal 1969, stale 
" matching " funds will rise to 
about $ 9 billion, some $ 4 billion 
more than in fiscal 1966. 

Spending for Federal grants-in- 
aid is expected -to increase by 
nearly $ 2 billion over 1068 and 
reach $ 20 billion in, fiscal 1969. i 
This is more than three' times 
the .cost ten years' ago, the 
Federation noted.
